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The  families  on  this  chart  have  been  the  subjects  of  many  queries  to  Second 
Boat  and  other  publications.  This  chart  and  article  will  answer  some  of  these, 
consolidate  others,  and  provide  a  bibliography  of  the  sources  found  to  date. 

The  John3  Richmond  +  Elizabeth3  Irish  marriage  was  documented  by 
Hugos  in  1984(1)  on  the  basis  of  the  estate  documents  listing  the  beneficiaries 
under  her  father's  will  (2)  and  a  corrected  reading  of  the  vital  records(3)  of 
Little  Compton,  now  R.I.,  but  then  Plymouth  Colony.  Arnold,   in  Vol  4  of  "Vital 
Records  of  R.I."  misread  the  death  listing  for  Elizabeth1  Irish  as  the  birth 
in  1687  of  a  second  Elizabeth3,  and  assumed  that  the  first  Elizabeth3  b 
1674  had  died  young.  The  marriage  date  is  estimated  as  cl694.  John3  Richmond 
is  mentioned  frequently  in  the  Newport  Quaker  Records  in  the  early  1700's  and 
is  listed  as  selling  67  acres  of  land  in  Newport  to  Thomas  Cornell,  Jr.  of 
Portsmouth  on  24  Apr  1708,  recorded  24  Sep  1714(4).   This  last  record  is  held  by 
The  Newport  Historical  Society,  but  is  very  unclear  in  both  the  original  and 
microfilm  except  for  the  signatures  of  John  and  Elizabeth,  who  signed  by  her 
mark . 

As  to  the  ancestry  of  Elizabeth  Irish,  Torrey(5)  lists  the  wives  of  both 

John1  and  John2  as  Elizabeth   .  Since  Torrey  represents  a  fairly 

complete  search  of  published  sources  to  1962,  there  is  probably  nothing  in 
print  prior  to  that  date.  Two  later  sources  give  conflicting  data  for  the 
surname  of  the  first  wife  of  John2  Irish.  She  is  given  as  Elizabeth 
Thurston  (?)  in  "Little  Compton  Families"  1967  rev  1974  by  B. F. Wilbur (6),  and  as 
Elizabeth  Savory  in  "Descendants  of  John  Irish"  1964  by  W. L. Irish(7).  Since  the 
author  of  the  last  credits  B.F.Wilbur  as  the  source  of  the  Savory  name,  there 
is  no  basis  for  rejecting  either  name.  Benjamin  Franklin  Wilbur  died  in  1964, 
and  the  editor  who  prepared  "Little  Compton  Families"  has  no  information  as  to 
which  name  was  given  first.  There  was  a  near-by  Thurston  family  (Edward1) 
with  a  daughter  of  the  right  name  and  age.  The  nearest  Savory  family  was 
Plymouth,  some  distance  away,  but  with  no  suitable  daughters.  The  Risley 
connection  seems  to  come  from  Virkus, (8)  and  has  been  extensively  studied  by 
the  Risley  Family  Association  and  rejected  as  impossible  per  correspondence 
shown  to  this  writer.  Any  further  data  on  these  unidentified  wives  will  be  most 
welcome,, 

Abigail2  Davis,  the  first  wife  of  Edward2  Richmond  (his  second  was 
Amy  Bull,  daughter  of  Gov.  Henry  Bull)  went  to  court  in  1657  to  annul  her 
forced  marriage  to  Richard  Ussell.  The  court  committee,  headed  by  Roger 
Williams,   finally  decided  in  her  favor,  but  only  after  delaying  the  decision 
for  six  weeks  "due  to  the  great  disturbance  made  by  the  bystanders". (9)  The 
following  summer  (1658)  Abigail  and  Edward  were  charged  with  living  together 
contrary  to  law,  and  having  a  child  (Abigail,  b  1656)  out  of  wedlock.  They  were 
fined  and  declared  to  be  married  by  the  court  "as  they  been  twice  published 
according  to  law  but  -  -  -  (Rev.)  Obediah  Holmes  forbade  it". (10)  Edward  later 
became  attorney  general  of  R.I.  and  had  the  town  of  Richmond  named  for  him  in 
1747.  His  gravestone,  dated  1696  is  among  the  oldest  in  Little  Compton. 

The  Richmond  Genealogy  suggests  that  the  father  of  Abigail  Davis  was 
James  Davis  of  Portsmouth, (11 )  but  there  was  a  William1  Davis,   locksmith,  of 
Boston  who  died  in  1643/4,   leaving  a  widow,  Mary,  and  a  daughter  Abigail. (12) 
The  widow  married  John  Cowdall  and  the  family  relocated  to  Portsmouth. 


Torrey's  references,  available  at  the  NEHGS  and  on  microfilm,   list  the  1328 
Dunham-Boyd  genealogy  as  the  source  identifying  Mary1  Means  as  the  mother  of 
Abigail2  Davis  and  England  as  the  birthplace  of  both  parents,  sadly  there  is 
no  documentation  of  these  facts.   The  Richmond  Genealogy  also  suggests  that  the 
mother  of  Abigail2  Davis  was  named  Joan.  This  Joan  must  have  been  a 
subsequent  wife  of  John  Cowdall,  as  it  is  highly  improbable  that  Edward  would 
have  been  able  to  go  home  to  Abigail  after  "bringing  an  indictment  against  Joan 
Cowdall  for  living  and  lodging  with  John  Deane"  for  which  she  was  sentenced  to 
be  "brought  to  the  great  gun  and  there  stripped  to  the  middle  and  bound  and  so 
stand  for  the  fourth  part  of  an  hour". (13)  I  doubt  that  this  Joan  was  Edward's 
mother-in-law ! 

The  Cyrus"  Richmond  data  is  taken  from  the  Richmond  Genealogy (14),  as 
well  as  the  Crandall  Genealogy  which  also  gives  his  descendants  by  both  wives 
but  has  confused  the  two  Jane  Richmonds.  The  fifth  generation  Jane  was  daughter 
of  Cyrus",  while  the  sixth  generation  Jane  is  the  daughter  of  Sylvester55, 
and  niece  to  the  other.  The  ancestry  given  in  the  Crandall  genealogy  for  Phebe 
flott  is  pure  conjecture  and  has  no  factual  basis  whatever.  (15) 

If  any  reader  is  aware  of  any  further  data  sources  that  might  help 
identify  unknown  forbears  or  date  undocumented  marriages,  the  author  would  be 
most  appreciative.  The  flott  ancestries  have  proven  to  be  particularly 
frustrating,  as  there  are  several  families  of  different  origins  resident  in  the 
territory  where  these  marriages  occurred.   I  will  gladly  share  any  further  facts 
that  I  may  have  on  these  families.

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The  family  group  sheet  of  John*  and  Phoebe  Richmond  was  sent  to  me 
by  a  Mrs.  Bonnet  from  Abbotsford  B.C.  She  is  researching  Darling  in 
the  same  area. 

H.C.  Burleigh,  M.D.  from  Bath  ,  Ontario  has  written  several 
articles  on  early  loyalist  settlements.  Queen's  University  Archives 
have  his  papers.  I've  included  the  Burleigh  entry  from  Loyalist 
Lineages  of  Canada.  The  wife  of  John  Burleigh,  Lydia  Richmond  b. 
1775,  Dutchess  Co.  N.Y.  could  be  the  sister  of  Phoebe  Richmond  b. 
1772,  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.  Poughkeepsie  is  in  Dutchess  County,  N.Y. 
Fhoebe  Richmond  d.  1822,  Cherry  Valley,  Prince  Edward  County. 
Cherry  Valley  is  in  Athol  Township.  In  the  birth  place  there  is 
also  entered  Bear  River  County,  Nova  Scotia.  Many  Loyalists  went  to 
Nova  Scotia  and  then  left  to  settle  in  Upper  Canada. 

From  The  Ontario  Historical  Society  Papers  &  Records,  Vol.1.  1899, 
p. 112,  Marriage  Register  of  Stephen  Conger,  J. P.,  #61.  James 
Cardinal  married  Delilah  Darling,  both  of  Hallowell,  Nov.  11,  1821. 
Hallowell  is  a  township  in  Prince  Edward  County  which  was  settled 
mainly  by  United  Empire  Loyalists  after  the  American  Revolution. 
There  are  cemetery  records  of  Jane  Darling  b.  1813  -  d.  1900,  her 
husband  Stephen  b.  1810  -  d.  1893  and  their  children  Ethel  b.  1881 
-  d.  1894,  Nellie  M.  b.  1873  -  d.  1889  and  Robert  b.  1871  -d.  1691 
They  are  buried  in  Wilton  Cemetery  just  north  of  Kingston,  Ontario. 

In  the  1851  census  Ameliasburg  Township, .  Prince  Edward  County, 
there  is  listed  the  Allen  Darling  (age-44)  family,  his  wife  Mary 
(age-42)  and  their  eight  children.  This  Allen  Darling  is  likely  the 
son  of  John  and  Phoebe. 

The  family  history  of  William  Darling  of  Oregon  states  that  John 
Darling  lived  in  Dutchess  County,  Massachusetts.  In  the  family 
group  sheet  his  place  of  birth  is  listed  as  both  Dutchess  County, 
N.Y.  and  Vermont.  It  could  be  that  John  Darling  was  born  in 
Massachusetts  then  moved  to  Vermont  and  then  to  Duchess  County  , 
N.Y.  as  the  American  Revolution  intensified.  I  received  a  cemetery 
record  of  a  John  Darling  b.  1767  -  d.  1847,  buried  Locie  Cemetery, 
Killier  Township  from  the  Quinte  Branch  of  the  Ontario  Genealogical 
Society.  The  year  of  death  is  correct  but  the  date  of  1750  is  not 
the  same.

For  a  long  time  I  have  been  going  to  reply  to  your  query  on 
Burleighs  in  Castleton,  Ontario.  I  have  noticed  it  in  several 
publications,  just  today  again,  when  I  picked  up  my  1991  copy  of 
the  Genealogical  Research  Directory. 

My  maiden  name  was  Burleigh  and  my  father  was  a  genealogist  and 
local  historian  for  some  70  years  until  his  death  in  1981.  My 
brother,  John  Burleigh  of  Kingston,  Ontario  and  I  have  carried  on 
his  great  research,  particularly  on  the  Burleighs  here  in  Ontario 
and  previously  in  New  York  State. 

I  am  enclosing  a  pedigree  chart  showing  my  descent  from  one  John 
Burley  who  we  believe,  had  four  sons,  namely  Freeman,  Joseph, 
Cornelius  and  John.  John  (my  ancestor)  is  the  only  one  we  know  for 
sure  was  the  son  of  John  and  Dorcas  Burley.  Almost  certainly 
Freeman  was  one,  too.  Family  tradition  stated  that  Joseph  and 
Cornelius  were  also.  Their  mother,  Dorcas  remarried  Matthias  Rose, 
Sr.  and  came  to  Ernesttown  Township,  Lennox  &  Addington  County, 
Ontario  as  a  United  Empire  Loyalist  in  1784.  Her  son,  John  only  a 
boy  at  the  time  accompanied  them.  Freeman  was  a  soldier  at  the 
time  in  Jessup's  Rangers,  the  same  regiment  in  which  his  step- 
father and  his  sons  also  served.  Joseph  and  Cornelius  came  to  this 
township  after  the  war  as  settlers  from  Dutchess  County,  N.Y.  and 
may  well  have,  as  middle  children,  been  raised  by  relatives  in  that 
county.  Cornelius'  family  returned  to  the  States  after  his  death  by 
drowning.  Joseph  settled  in  Wilton,  a  village  in  northern 
Ernesttown  Township.  Joseph  had  two  families  by  different  wives  and 
had  many  descendats  throughout  Ontario.  Quite  a  few  of  the  children 
of  all  the  above  families  moved  to  the  area  of  Castleton  in  the 
early  1800's  so  I  am  hopeful   that  your  family  may  be  one  of  these. 

My  brother  and  I  have  been  trying  to  sort  out  all  Burley  (Burleigh) 
families  in  Ontario.  It  is  quite  a  task  since  there  were  other 
Burley  families,   notably  from  Ireland  that  we  have  discovered. 

Could  you  enlighten  me  as  to  your  antecedents?

Outwater  and  Vincent  lines  are  from  New  Amsterdam  and  include  Huguenots  and 
Walloons  from  Holland,   Belgium,  and  France. 

Another  problem  is  the  origin  of  Thomas  Morgan  m  clSOl,  Elizabeth6, 

Outwater.  He  was  supposedly  born  in  Peekskill,  NY,   and  went  to  Canada  in  the 

early  1800' s  along  with  his  father,  supposedly  born  in  Wales,   and  his  mother, 

who  has  been  described  as  an  orphan  named  O'Brien  and  born  in  Ireland. 


Martha  Morgan,   the  oldest  child  of  Thomas  was  the  wife  of  Cornelius*-  Bowerman 
and  my  great^grandmother. 

I  am  also  working  on  two  Irish  lines  in  Ontario,  Samuel  McMinn  m  cl850, 
Margaret  Dempsey.  He  later  came  to  Detroit  and  his  death  certificate  lists  his 
father  as  born  in  Scotland.  Margaret  may  be  an  Ameliasburgh  descendant  of 
Thomas  Dempsey,  UEL,   although  I  have  not  found  any  verification. 

My  wife's  ancestry  is  entirely  French-Canadian,  and  includes  Theberge, 
Brunelle,  Gendreau,  Lord,  Michon,  Fortier,  Pratt,  and  Guibault.  Through  these 
lines  our  daughters  can  claim  seven  lines  of  descent  from  Louis*  Hebert,  who 
sailed  with  Champlain  and  became  the  first  settler  in  Quebec  in  1&17.  One  of 
these  lines  is  fifteen  generations  long.  Most  of  the  French-Canadian  data  was 
found  in  the  library  of  the  American-French  Genealogical  Society  in  Woonsocket, 
RI  and  the  New  Bedford  Free  Library. 

I  am  also  interested  in  the  p re-American  antecedents  of  the  Bowerman, 
Mott,  and  Richmond  families,  as  well  as  the  Morgans,  Vincents,   and  Outwaters 
who  were  wives  of  my  Bowerman  ancestors,  and  the  perennial  Bowerman  family 
questions  regarding  Jane  Harby/Clif ton  as  the  wife/wives  of  Thomas3  Bowerman, 
and  the  exact  family  relationship  between  the  six  Perrys  of  Sandwich  cl650. 

My  home  is  in  Middletown,  RI,   which  was  set  off  from  Newport  in  1743,  and 
is  on  the  island  originally  known  as  Rhode  Island.  Portsmouth,   to  our  north  was 
the  first  settlement  on  this  island.  All  three  communities  have  good  libraries 
and  active  historical  societies.  One  of  the  first  libraries  in  the  country  was 
Redwood  Library  in  Newport,  of  which  I  am  a  member.   I  also  belong  to  the 
Newport  Historical  Society,  the  RI  Historical  Society,   the  RI  Genealogical 
Society,  and  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Society.  The  libraries 
of  Westerly,   RI,  New  Bedford,  MA,  and  New  London,  CT  all  have  good  genealogical 
departments  and  are  somewhat  specialized  with  respect  to  their  localities  and 
populations.  The  Sandwich  Archives  are  a  good  source  of  early  Cape  Cod  facts.  I 
have  used  the  LDS  facilities  in  Warwick,  RI  as  well  as  the  LBS  library  in  St. 
Petersburg,  FL  where  we  usually  spend  the  last  of  the  winter.
